In regard to today's news llni; the 
Treasury Departuioiit has decided col- 
lect duty on teas reinaiiiint: in boiidid 
warehoiise.s on tho 1st of Jaiuiaiy, 
"l!)U:i, the tea iniiiiorlers iu San Fram is- 
e(i, as well as elsewhere, were infonneii 
by the Treasury DepiiMment iinrucdiale- 
ly nPter the passage of the act repealing 
the duty on ten, that any tea remaining 
iu bonded warchouse-s on tho first day 
(it January, 1003, would be passed free 
of duty. This has always been tlie law 
whenever a tariff act has been passed, 
either raising or lowering duties; that is, 
it has always been the practice to treat 
goods remaiuiug in bonded warehouses 
whenever any change in iliUy takes 
place, tho same as goods imported aflrr 
the date. 

Had tho merchants not been assure ! 
ibv the S(j<reaary of tho Treasury that 
the law would have the usual interpre- 
tation, uo teas would have been import- 
ed and kept in bonded warehouses it 
the present time, and no such stocks as 
are now in the bonded warehouses in 
the United States would have accniuu- 
lated. 

The result of nil this is that the nier- 
chauts were taken comidetely by .sur- 
pi-ise. and iiiiless Congress will pass im- 
•ineiiiat(dy an act making the teas in 
lidiidod warehouses free of duly on th" 
1st of January. 1<>I>:1. they will be under 
t!ie iiee(>>sity oC shipping all of the tea< 
ihey h.ave in bomled waridinuses to \'ic- 
t(U-ia (ir neighboring foreign pnris. ami 
■bring them liaid< again, thus iniiiortiiig 
•the teas after the 1st of January, whc.i 
they will be frc-e of duty.

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VERTEBRAE IN OPAL, 



.V remarkable pioeo of rough opal was 
recently imported Into the L'nitod 
LStates. 

The o|ial, which is in the rougli, is 
remarkable for its t-ize alone. whieh_ is 
cnriils. From a small piece which 
has been chiiiped from one of the edges 
it appears to bo a stone of renuu'kiihlo 
■beauty, licli color and tire. It is not, 
however, on those (onsideratinns that 
its claim tu distinction is based. ' 

. The opal in qnostion is, in fact, niil 
opalized fosriil, the silica having oper- 
ated as a petrifying suhstanco upon the 
bone of a prehistoric animal. A glance 
at the opal iminedia*i:ely suggests, eveii; 
to t'le lay mind, that it is a petrified 
vertebra. On closer examination uot 
i-nly is the shape found to he that of a 
vertebra, but the facets for the heads, 
of the ribs are found to bo perfect. 
'Fxainiiied under a strong magnifying

my earnest endeavors to contribute by 
•very jiossible means to the realization 
of tlies,' ,'niis. My wish is to see these 
ties iif c,.imineri-e streiigtlicue<l, tlnis 
luiitually enabling e.aeli other to attain 
llieir iili'als of e.xpeiliency, thereby 
faidlila I iiig till' ili'vcbipuient of their 
material wealth ami elements of 
pro^-ri'ss.

Tlii.s is the reason why 
nursing proper can only be taught by the 
patient's bedside, and in the sick room 
and ward — not by lectures or hooks, 
tiioii!;h tl;ese are valuable accessories, if 
used as sueli, otherwise what is in the 
book stays in the hook."

With these simple a'^encies she

iler iliiseiplos ill the science and art of 
iiursiu}{ are nuniborcil by ever-increas- 
ing thoasands; the <ieneva (.'onvention 
and the Hed Cross Hag are amoii); the 
results of her labors, die r name is iii- 
delilil.v inscribed nniong the great found- 
ers of systems whom we contemplate 
frmii .ifar as (jtars in the firmament of 
hi-iory.
